More of Coffee County's offices are on the move 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session at Enterprise 
Monday morning and voted to 
amend the minutes of the last meet- 
ing. 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
made a motion that the action taken 
by the commission to donate land 
adjacent to the health department to 
the DHR (Department of Human Re- 
sources) be deleted from the min- 
utes. 

The purpose of the land was to 
build a new facility funded totally by 
the State of Alabama to house DHR 
offices and the Food Stamp Pro- 
gram's offices. 

Stephens stated that it had been 
the policy of the commission, in the 
past, not to take action on matters 
brought before the body without be- 
ing on the agenda. 

Commission Chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton stated that he didn’t think that 
the commission did anything wrong, 
but this had been the policy in the 
past and that it was a good one. 

In a vote of 4 to 2, the motion to 
amend the minutes carried. Commis- 
sioners voting for were: Stephens, 
Jim Dubose, Damascus Crittenden 
and Eagerton. Commissioners Bill 
Faulk and Sid Averett voted against 
the motion. Commissioner Eugene 
Bradley was not present. 

Later in the meeting, the land do- 
nation question surfaced once again 
when Commissioner Billy Eagerton 
made the motion to donate the land 
adjacent to the new health facility in 
Enterprise to DHR to erect a new 
building. - 

Eagerton told the commission 
that he had committed to the human 
resource people that, if they would 
build Coffee County a building at no 
charge to the county, he, for one, 
would vote to give them the property 
wherever the statistics showed they 
needed to locate the building. 

"I'm going to live up to my 
word," said Eagerton. 

The statistics, according to Eager- 
ton, show that 70% to 80% of all the 
services provided under DHR are 
provided to the Enterprise Division, 
which includes New Brockton and 
the surrounding area. 

"I wouldn't do anything to hurt 
Elba, but due to these statistics and 
the fact that I've given my word, I'm 
going to make the motion that we 
build this building and we deed this 
property back just like we had said, 
out next to the heath department on 
Highway 167 and 48. And, we do 
whatever is necessary to build this 
building for Coffee County. 1 make 
that in the form of a motion,” said 

Eagerton. 

After seconding the motion, 
Commissioner Crittenden _ stated 
that in a meeting with DHR State 


Commissioner Andrew Hornsby 
that he, Hormsby, had indicated that 
they preferred the Enterprise loca- 
tion. 

"I feel that it should be their 
call," said Crittenden, "but, if they 
are willing to put it in Elba, I'll sup- 
port that just as much as I support 
putting it over here." 

Commissioner Jim Dubose, who 
along with Commissioners Critten- 
den and Stephens went to Mont- 
gomery and met with Commission- 
er Hornsby, told the commission 
that "this thing is not cut and 
dried.” 

They were told by Hornsby that 
the Enterprise location was not the 
only one that would be considered 
if there were other sites available. 

He told them that the DHR 
would look at other possible loca- 
tion including Elba if the commis- 
sion so desired for them to do so. 

However, he did express the fact 
that the land adjacent to the health 
building would be an ideal situation 
because, in many circumstances, 
the two departments involved many 
of the same clients. ; 

Dubose told the commission, 
"All that I'm asking is that we don't 
cut this thing off at the knees!" 

"Statistics aren't worth a damn,” 
he said, "If that's to strong - I'm sor- 


"If statistics are the case, we 
need to go to Montgomery and 
work on getting the state capital 
moved to Birmingham where the 
majority of the people are," stated 
Dubose. 

Dubose asked that the commis- 
sion offer two sites, the one in En- 
terprise and one in Elba on the east 
side of town out of the flood zone, 
and let the State DHR decide. 

He further asked that they, the 
commission, go on record as rec- 
ommending the Elba site to the 
DHR because of the town's struggle 
to come back from devastation. 

"This is what's best for Coffee 
County,” said Dubose. 

Continuing, he said, "If we cut 
this thing off and if Elba doesn't 
come back from this thing - there's 
going to be a market that the mer- 
chants of Enterprise have come to 
depend on that's going to dry up 
and there's going to be a backlash I 
promise you - this is not a threat - 
this is a promise!" 

"As good as the City of Enter- 
prise has been to Elba, if this thing 
is moved from Elba," Dubose stat- 
ed, "the citizens will begin shop- 
ping elsewhere.” 

"Men, all I ask is that we do 
what is best for Coffee County and 
again, this is not pie in the sky - 
this is fact. What's best for Coffee 
County is that Elba recover from

This 51% figure struck me 
shamefully low compared to 95% in 
Australia and the highly civilized 
countries of Western Europe. I did 
some research and found out that, as 
I had been told, journalists can twist 
Statistics to mean just about any- 
thing. First of all those countries 
voters are required to register by 
their national governments. So, then 
voter participation figures represent 
the percentage voting out of the per- 
centage registered. In the U. S. reg- 
istration is voluntary and is done by 
the states. Since each state has dif-

ferent requirements for registration, 
a1 accurate total of all registered vot- 
ers is almost impossible to find. so 
political scientists figure our percent- 
age by all citizens over eighteen, 
registered or not (including lunatics 
and murders), In addition, those oth- 
er countries often have 7 or 8 candi- 
dates with specific views and plat- 
forms while we have only two 
candidates with generalized views ( 
as George Wallace said, "there ain't 
a dimes worth of difference between 
a Democrat and a Republican’). So 
you can see that 51% is deceptively 
low. i 

The other reason for our low per- 
centage is voter apathy ( here comes 
the shameful part). It seems that 
complacency has taken hold so that 
we don't bother to exercise the free- 
dom that people in Eastern Europe 
So desperately want. Be informed 
on the issues and exercise your right 
to vote on June 5.

We get more letters to the Editor 


Dear Editor: 

The last several issues of The 
Elba Clipper have been filled with 
bad news, but good attitudes! I sa- 
lute the people of Elba and the sur- 
rounding areas for their optimism 
and their hard work in the recovery 
from a disaster of the magnitude of 
the "Flood of 90"! However, I saw 
the first sign of an undermining of 
those great, positive attitudes in my 
last issue. 

Before I respond to a letter in that 
issue, let me give you a little back- 
ground. First, | grew up in Coffee 
County as did my parents, grandpar- 
ents, great-grandparents and so on. I 
am a 1952 graduate of Elba High 
School. Needless to say, I was dev- 
astated by the pictures on national 
TV networks of my hometown and 
my high school essentially de- 
stroyed! Second, I retired last year 
after 32 years, most of which were 
spent in flood prevention, flood pro- 
tection, and disaster recovery from 
floods, hurricanes, tornadoes, earth- 
quakes and the like. Therefore, I 
have a good understanding of the 
problems, the efforts and even the 
frustrations. Third, as 1 write, | am 
in the midst of terrible flooding over 
very large areas of Texas, Arkansas 
and Louisiana where 12 have al- 
ready died, thousands are homeless, 
the costs are already in the hundreds 
of millions of dollars and may reach 
two billion dollars before it is all 
over. Crop losses are in the hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars and, in 
one area, some 20,000 head of cattle 
are stranded and may be lost. 

The best suggestion I can make is 
to keep up the positive attitudes. As 
| stated, | understand the frustra- 
tions; I've seen them many, many 
times before. It is quite normal to be 
impatient - - even angry. But, it has 
been my experience that anger usual- 
ly begets more anger and seldom be- 
gets a solution to a problem. The 
best advice I can give to the frustrat- 
ed letter writer who asked, "...what 
can we, as private citizens, do?” is 
to keep calm, find out how the sys- 
tem works, and help the folks from 
the agencies who are trying the help. 
Believe me, they need your help and 
cooperation. If there is a legitimate, 
specific problem, tell the agencies, 
your congressman and your senators 
but broad generalizations and name- 
calling are not helpful. 

One final point: the letter reads, 
"All I want is help - - immediate, 
free help for Elba, with no strings 
attached!! Is that asking too 
mucl.?? Is it??" It may not be ask- 
ing too much, because we all want to 
see our hometown restored. But, if 


people are expecting immediate, free 
help with no strings attached, then 
they are expecting too much! That 
is the unfortunate truth, but the 
truth nonetheless. Think about it. If 
it were only Elba, it would be a 
small drop in the bucket. But, it isn't 
just Elba. The normally-small Trini- 
ty River in Texas is 10 miles wide 
and the Arkansas River in Arkansas 
is 8 miles wide as I write and the 
Red River in Louisiana is growing 
wider! A large part of the eastern 
United States was destroyed by Hur- 
ricane HUGO and a large earthquake 
wrecked San Francisco within the 
last year. Surely, we can all agree 
that individuals and businesses in 
those areas are just as deserving of 
help as are Elbians. None of us want 
a "first-pig-to-the-trough” manage 

ment policy for distributing tax mon- 
ey we have paid in nor do we want 
to mortgage our futures because of 
that type of mismanagement. There 

fore, we must have controls, we tend 
to slow the process down and make 
it more complicated. 

Yes, there is red tape! Yes, it is 
frustrating - -painful is the more ac- 
curate word! Yes, it takes time! 
And, no, not all the assistance is free 
nor is it ever enough. But, there is a 
system in this country, better than 
most (if not all) countries, for help- 
ing its people who are harmed by 
those powers of nature. It is not per- 
fect, but ask the survivors of recent 
earthquakes in Mexico, Romania, 
Nicaragua and China about their sys- 
tems! They will trade their "no 
help" for our "slow help" any day! 
Our system is complex and confus- 
ing and, granted, it isn't always 
100% fair, but it does work and it 
gets better and better because of in- 
put and suggestions from citizens 
and from lessons learned each time 
there is a disaster. And, that's where 
you and all victims come in. Help 
record the failures and successes of 
the. system in Elba so that victims of 
the next disaster, hopefully not Elbi- 
ans again, will have a little bit easier 
recovery than the people of south Al- 
abama. I know that you think it is 
easy for me to have a different per- 
spective because I was not in Elba 
nor did I operate a business there. 
Your judgement is correct; howev- 
er, | do speak as an interested former 
Elbian, as one with a great deal of 
experience in disaster work, and one 
who has had difficultly getting to 
work for the past several days be- 
cause of the Texas floods. I really 
am trying to be helpful, not critical. 

Best wishes to all of you. Let's 
be thankful that we lost no friends 
and relatives to the flood waters! I 


look forward to visiting an Elba, in 
the not-too-distant future, which is 
even better than the old one! If they 
could do it in '29, you can do it in 
‘90, It wasn"t easy then and it won't 
be easy now! But, I'm confident and 
encouraged by all the optimism I 
read about.

Social Security benefits 


Some people think that if, for 
any reason , they delay filing an ap- 
plication for Social Security bene- 
fits, they are entitled to benefits re- 
toactively to the month of their first 
eligibility. That's not the case. If 
you apply before reaching 65, with 
few exceptions, you cannot receive 
payments for months before you 
apply. If you apply after you reach 
65, you may be entitled up to six 
months retroactive payments. This 
happens if you meet all the requir- 
ments for entitlement to benefits 
except for filing of an application. 

You can receive retroactive ben- 
efits for months prior to 65 if you 
had excess earnings in the first year 
of entitlement, and these earnings 
in the first year of entitlement, and 
these earnings can be applied to 
months before applying. The num- 
ber of excess earnings and the 
months you worked. 

Retroactive benefits can also be 
paid to a disabled surviving spouse 


dicohled ourviving divarced 


spouse who is entitled to retroac- 
tive benefits for any month before 
reaching age 60. 

Social Security is always con- 
cerned about the rights you have to 
retirement and survivors benefits 
under the program, as well as to 
Medicare. There are certain rules 
and waiting “periods that insured 
people have to mect before Medi- 
care is available to them, However, 
to permit a disabled widow(er) or 
disabled surviving divorced spouse 
to have Medicare as soon as possi- 
ble (provided he or she meets all 
the requirements for eligibility) he 
or she is deemed entitled retroac- 
tively for up to 12 months, even if 
monthly benefits are not payable 
retroactively.

ARCHITECTS HIRED BY SCHOOL BOARD 


Roland Powell retires from school system 


The City of Elba School Board 
has held a series of meetings during 
the past week as they proceed with 
plans to construct a complete new 
school system. 

Tuesday evening the Board voted 
to accept the resignation/retirement 
of Roland Powell. Superintendent 
Lamar Foley told board members 
that Powell has stated that his out- 
side business ventures were demand- 
ing much more of his time since the 
March 17th flood and felt he needed 
to devote more time with them. 

Last Friday afternoon the Board 
met with representatives of Bargani- 
er McKee to work out the fees, and 
other details before the firm began 
designing the new schools. 

The Board also voted to hire 
Botts & Ray of Troy to complete a 
survey of the proposed school site. 

Board members voted to follow 
the “Fast-Track” method of building 
the school, which means work will 
begin on foundations, etc. while 
drawings are still being completed 
on other parts of the facilities. As 
different phases of the designs are 
completed, bids will be advertised 
and work will begin. 

Hollis and Spann of Dethan has 
been named to be the construction 
managers for the project. The firm 
has agreed to guarantee the comple- 
tion date and to bring the project in 
within the budget. When the first 
drawings are completed, the firm 
will figure an estimated cost and 
sign a contract with the Board assur- 


E.H.A. Receives 
emergency grant 


The Elba Housing Authority has 
been awarded a $1,069,200.00 fed- 
eral emergency grant to rehabilitate 
its public housing system which 
was destroyed in the recent flood, 
Congressman Bill Dickerson an- 
nounced Thursday, May 17. 

The funding comes from the 
Comprehensive Improvement As- 
sistance program of the U.S. De- 
partment of Housing and Urban 
Development in Washington, D.C. 

"This money is critically needed 
in order to restore the forty-nine 
unit Elba public housing system," 
Dickerson said. "These units were 
almost completely destroyed by the 
March flood, with litle more than 
concrete walls salvageable." 

"This HUD grant will enable 
elba housing officials to rebuild the 
units and replace ruined roofs, 
flooring, cabinets and appliances. 
All necessary electrical, plumbing, 
and gas system repairs will also be 
made possible by this grant," he 
added. 

"The approval of this federal 
grant signals more good news for 
Elba, and should provide the means 
for the public housing system to re- 
cover from the devastating March 
flood," Congressman Dickerson 
concluded. 


ing that the project, as designed, will 
not exceed their estimate. They will 
be encouraged to use local sub- 
contractors whenever possible. 

The school board instructed the 
administrative staff to set up com- 
mittees of educators and other inter- 
ested citizens to work on different 
aspects of the planning for the new 
school.

The exact acreage 
and description will be available af- 
ter the land survey is completed. The 
board plans to purchase from High- 
way 84 back to Beaver Dam Creek 
plus road and utility easements to 
Taylor Mill Road. 

Board members agreed with 
teachers present that if only part of 
the new facility can be ready for the 
1991-92 school year, it should be the 
classrooms and those that would al- 
low the seniors to attend school in 
the new facility, since it would be 
their last chance.

“En- 
terprise Mayor Jackie Thompson 
was also present during our meetings 
and shaking her head in agreement at 
everything those folks said”, Dubose 
charged. 

DuBose stated he didn't like boy- 
cott and didn’t want to hurt his 
friends in Enterprise, but he knew of 
no other way of getting the attention 
of the politicians than through those 
who elected them. 

On Tuesday of this week, a press 
conference in New Brockton was 
held by Representative Jimmy: Hol- 
ley, Probate Judge Marion Brunson 
and Elba Mayor Fred Moore in 
which each disavowed any associa- 
tion with the proposed move to form 
a boycott against Enterprise busi- 
nesses, 

Holley cited the help of Enter- 
prise merchants, especially citing 
Townsend Building Supply's fast re- 
sponse with supplies; Wal Mart fur- 
nishing food, paper goods and paint 
and WKMX's Brandi Thomas broad- 
casting throughtout the disaster.

Later Tuesday Max Ellis, of the 
Enterprise City Council and the only 
opponent of Jimmy Holley's bid for 
re-election as State Representative, 
also held a press conference to re- 
spond to Dubose’s charges he was

In his prepared statement he stat- 
ed that, “When elected as the 
county-wide representative, I will 
work hand in glove with all elected 
county officials to bring peace and 
progress to all of Coffee County.”

Sawyer told the council that the 
city's insurance carrier had been 
made aware of the existence of the 
claim, but that they, the council, 
need to discuss the matter and de- 
cide on what course of action needs 
to be taken. 

There are three courses of action 
that may be taken by the council. 
One, is to allow the claim to be 
paid; two, not to allow payment of 
the claim; or three, make no re- 
sponse to the claim which inturn, 
after ninety days, the claim is treat-. 


ed as being denied by the city. 

Sawyer's recommendation to the 
council was that they take action on 
the claim after discussing the mat- 
ter in open forum and make it a 
matter of public record by having it 
recorded in the meeting minutes. 

He, Sawyer, would then notify 
the city’s insurance company and 
the claimant's attorney of the action 
taken by the council. 

Councilman Charles Cole 
said,"We need to discuss this mat- 
ter and act on it as soon as possible 
and not put it off!" 

In a special meeting Saturday, 
May 19, the council voted unani- 
mously to obtain insurance cover- 
age through a program offered by 
the Alabama League of Municipali- 
ties. The city's present insurance 
coverage terminates on May 31. 

Also, the council voted to give 
Mayor Driskell the authority to bor- 
row from a local bank the 
$12,695.04 needed to pay for the 
one time capitalization fee to the 
League. : 

The city's present insurance car- 
ricr is Whittaker-Warren of Enter- 
prise. 

In other business, the council 
agreed to pay the bills which to- 
taled $1,376.78. 


$24,000 PRESENTED TO SCHOOL. 
E.H.S. receives large 


grant from Governor 


Governor Guy Hunt awarded a 
$24,000 grant Tuesday, May 25, to 
Support the math and science pro- 
gram at Elba High School, which 
was devastated by the flood in 
March. 


The Governor awarded the mon- 
ey to the school from the state's 
new teacher industry internship 
program, which sends math and sci- 
ence teachers around Alabama into 
industry for special training to al- 
low them to teach students about 
the special skills needed in today's 
workplace. Gov. Hunt's Task Force 
on Industry Internships for Teach- 
ers unanimously recommended the 
grant from funds left over from the 
teacher internship program. 

Governor Hunt said $16,000 
will buy supplies at Elba High, 
$3,500 for media equipment, 
$1,000 for library resource books, 
and $500 stipends to seven math 
and science teachers. 

"The loss in Elba was great and 
it is going to take a great effort by 
the community and the govern- 
ments to get the city back on its 
feet. The people of the Elba area 
have been a wonderful inspiration 
to all of us, and we need to do all 
we can to help them," Goy. Hunt 
said at a State House news confer- 
ence. :

~ "Thanks to all of you for your 
hard work and we hope this helps,” 
Gov. Hunt told the teachers. 

Gov. Hunt last week announced 
$510,000 in state and federal grants 
to Elba and Coffee County to heip 
makeup for tax revenues lost be- 
cause of the shutdown of area busi- 
nesses, and to put people back to 
work. 

"Hopefully those grants will | 
help Mayor Fred Moore and the 
county officials continue the vital 
services in the area," Gov. Hunt 
said at a news conference Tuesday, 
May 15. 

Governor Hunt also signed into 
law last month bond issues to sup- 
port highway and school construc- 
tion in the flooded areas. 
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
